On thejz 8th they again 
craffed the Danube, and cannonac 
ded che cown with fufiicient fuccels 
to enable chem to remain before ig 
at night. 

On the fame day, we are cold, 
chae General Mitrowiki appeared 
before Belgrade with an army of 
20,000 mens He continued his 
operations on the 18th, and on 
the 19th gained pofiediion of that 
part of the town called Wafler- 
Rade.
